Railroad Executives 
Declare Public 
Will Be Main Sufferers lf Decision 


Stands. 


New York, Feb. 25.—Railroad ex­ 
ecutives and counsel will meet In New 
York and Chicago on Monday to de­ 
termine what action shall he taken in 
regard to the decision of the inter­ 
state commerce commission in the 
freight rate cases. 
At both meetings the principal dis­ 
cussion will lie the advisability of ap­ 
pealing from the decision of the in­ 
terstate coniine!ce commission to the 
court of commerce. 
The substance of the various com­ 
ments offered by railroad officers had 
a certain uniform character, in that 
many agreed that the real, final suf­ 
ferers by the continued regime of en­ 
forced low freight rates will be the 
public. 
Patrons of railroads, It was held. 
will feel the restriction placed upon 
the railways by this decision in the 
matter of improvements in facilities 
and service. Shippers will also he un 
favorably affected by such a limitation 
of the road s activities. The prohihl 
tion of important extensions, lf the 
decision 
dots 
eventually 
prohibit 
them, wan 1aken as a possibility of 
Borne gravity to the country’s develop­ 
ment. 
It was generally conceded by au­ 
thorities on the 
details of 
railroad 
management that more or less drastic 
economies may he necessary in th** 
future. The effect of such measure" 
upon labor, material markets and the 
general prosperity of the country v im 
a matter of some divergence of opin 
Ion 
The attitude 
displayed by actual 
railroad men was that of complete ac­ 
ceptance of the decision as a filial set­ 
tlement of the rate controversy 
It 
was regarded as adverse 
by all of 
them, and as perilously adverse bv 
some, hut there were no definite an 
notincf.merits ot a proposed resistance 
to the decree. The question of appeal 
to a higher tribunal than the inter­ 
state commerce commission received 
only incidental consideration and dis 
cession. 
Hankers 
were extremely 
reticent 
about the effect of the derision on 
the market for railway securities, par­ 
ticularly STI about the reaction which 
might follow in the market for rail 
road bonds. Some, indeed, held that 
not only would there he no detriinen 
tai after effect In the railroad bond 
market, hut that capital, scared away 
from stocks by the decision, might 
accumulate 
and 
eventually find its 
way into bond*. Others held the op 
pnslte view 
One hanker said that a 
bumper 
crop In the 1911 
harvest 
would 
make everybody forget thai 
there ever was a rate der ision 
In all quarters, however, the em­ 
phasis of the judgment was laid not 
so much on the concrete decision in 
(hi* particular controversy as on the 
genera! principles which had formed 
the basis of the commission’s decision, 
namely, by exactly what 
reasoning 
that body had found certain rates to 
he Just and fair and others not so. 
But conclusions on that score cannot 
be achiever! before the arrival of the 
full decision.

condition he eliminated en 
tirely in his conference with the gov­ 
ernor and Colonel Benson, It is said, 
and asked only that the state main­ 
tain the road atter it is constructed 
and prest nt'*d, an absolute gift. 
Senator Charles R. Miller, of Gene­ 
ral 
Dupont’s 
district, 
immediately 
gave notice in the senate, accepting 
the gift of $1,090,000 or $1,500,090. 
whatever the cost may be. and ap­ 
pointing General Dupont or th** com 
missioners whom he may name to pro­ 
ceed and build tile boulevard. 
It is doubtful if any state or conn 
try in the world has experienced such 
an offer. There was some criticism of 
General Dii|s>nt's first offer to “ad

$1,900,090,

doubtless 
prompted th** outright donation. 
It Is contemplated to have shade 
trees planted on both sides of the 
road, thus making a complete boule 
yard front one end of the state to lite 
other. 
The only conditions so far known 
ure those of the state keeping th** 
road in repair and otherwise by re 
quiring all persons coming into tile 
state with motor vehicles to pay a Ii 
cense or tax which shall be a fund 
for the repair and maintenance of the 
road. 
Mr. Dupont will Ire In Dover In nil 
probability next week, to present his 
plan at a joint session of the two 
houses for their acceptance or rejec­ 
tion 
That the pro|M>sition, if ancon 
ditbinal, will tie accepted already Is 
assured, as not one dissenting voice 
has been heard in either house of the 
legislature.

Not Sim ply 8urfaoe Should Bo D rain­ 


ed, but Entire Foundation. 


D rainage m ay be said to be th e m ost 
n eed ed condition for perm anent good 
roads, not sim ply drainage of th e road 
surface, w hich is very Im portant, but 
a proper and com plete drainage of the 
entire roadbed and foundation, this In 
such a m anner th a t there w ould not 
fie any stan d in g w ater in th e roadside 
ditches to seep back under and soften 
the roadbed. 
W e are all fam iliar w ith the m anner 
In which a railroad keeps Its roadbed 
drained 
by m eans of lateral ditches (Hi 
each side of the roadbed, dug w ith a 
grade sufficient to carry th e w ater la t­ 
erally to som e Intersecting ravine, creek 
or other natu ral drainage way. 
As ap­ 
plied to highw ay construction th e la t­ 
eral 
drainage 
would 
he 
largely by 
m eans of open ditches at the roadsides. 
'w ith, In som e cases, a covered drain of 
some suitable m aterial in places w here 
the necessary grad** w ere low er dow n 
from th** top surface than would be 
liest or advisable for open ditches. 
This would m ean tho w orking out 
carefully of the contours not ouly for 
the highw ay, hut of practically the 
whole drainage basin affected In order 
thn' si7.**. depth of ditches and location 
of outlets could alt I m * balanced so th a t 
th** m axim um «>f results could tie ob­ 
tained w ith the m inim um of labor and 
cost. 
The proper drainage system would 
Is* governed largely by the area of the 
basin, contour of surface, ch aracter of 
soil and location of outlets, and this Is 
a tw ofold advantage to th** farm ers at 
least to m any of them . 
T here are hundreds of f a r m s all or a 
part of which would lie greatly tiene- 
ffl**d by ti!** drainage, but in m any case* 
the work cannot Im* done T ic c h u h c t h e y 
ha vc no available outlet. 
D rainage 
work es outlined above would give a 
general know ledge of the en tire d ra in ­ 
age I mi sit) and would In a m a j o r i t y o f 
cases provide th** farm er w ith an out 
lei, In on** of the highw ay ditches for 
his tile drainage.
